Dean Gardnor Tells of a Bucoeseful Mothod
of Dolog It

THE  GREAT MISSION AT  CRETE

Intercsting Churech
Newa Collected in the Various
Flourishing Congregations »
of the Clty.

In every rellpions denomination the all-
important problen s, how to Inspiro new 1lfe
and energy into the membership, and how to
rench thoss whonre without the pale of the
churen and intersst them m spiritaal things
As might be supposed, eschi denomination
has its own peculinr methods of accomplish-
Ing this important work or attempling o
accomplish it, at loast, There wad & timo
when some denominations did not belleve fo
special afforts of this kind, but experience
soems to have proven that the special seasons
of worship and supplication are invariably
nttended by good results, providing those
who profess to be Christlans enter the work
In_the proper spirit.

Dioan Gardner of the l-‘.pinm'-lllul church, and
dean of the Trinity cathedral, hus had consids
erable oxperionce In special sesslons on
Ymlssions” of religlous  work, and  has met
with marked succoess, both in New York
state und in Nebraska.

The following outline and deseription of
the method of conducting a “mission’ will
be interesting to every Uhristinn worker,
This is wtended as an outline for a mission
suitable for any country church, and shows
that these special efforts may be conducted
with as greata degree of suceess in thesmaller

urishes as in the large oty churches.  The
ollowing Is the order of (xerciscs adopted nt
the “misslon” which Dean Garvdner held
week before lust ot Crete. Spoaiog of the
mission the dean sald:

“The misosin in Crete was so remarkable
In many respocts that it deserves specinl
mention, First, the prosont rector (8 @ min
of very enthusinstiometnods and earnest de-
votion., A year and a half of persistent ef-
fort had brought the pavish  in Crete, as one
of the wardens expressea i, *out of the
gruves ioto new life and power.! Then a
year ago Mr. Brady conductel an octave of
preaching services on consecutive ovenings,
Aarousing and sustiining an almost intense
rellgious fervor. Subsequently a very luge
chiss was presented for contivmution, and pll
lines of chureh work were occupied by bands
of CUnristlan workees, When, thepefore, 1
wis remindedof my promise, made long ugo
to conduct a mission at Crete, | fest felt thay
o '‘mission’ wis not needed.  And certainly,
for the piurpose of merely arousing religious
fntorest, it wis not needed,  But upon see-
ond thought, I determined to secept the op-
portunity and to hold the mission for the sec-
ondury but no less lm}mrwut purpose of
det-'Yculng the spiritual life,

following scheme of services were carried
out: Holy communion esch morning at 7:45
o'clock; morning praverat 10000 o'clock with
an instruction on “he Clhiurch of the Living
Gaol,' its origin, structure, object and alms,

I"'!At 4:405 p. m. a brief sorvice with an ad-

dress, during the first half of the weelk, on

some of the moral chavacteristios which fitted
the Virgin Mary to be the mother of Chirlst,

During the last days of the mission the sub-

jedts  were domestic virtues, such us choer-

fulness, quictness and confdencee, sincerity,

At the ovening services the subjects treated

were: ‘Jesus, the Author ana Finisher of

Our Futh:' ‘Not Knowing the Things That

Bolong to Our Powce.? .

“Sunday afternoon 8 mecting was held for
men only, when the church was erowded.
Ministers of ull denominations were present.
The adidress wis on personasl purity,

“Wednesday morning an addresswas made
belflnm the faculty and students of Doane
college,

“T'he attendance throughout the mission
wrs excellent. Atthe night servicothe church
was always filled. Onenightall the stauding

room wis utilized, snd gnother night a great
many people could not find admission, A
very pleasant and profitable feature of the
mission was the answering of questions,
which wore usked throueh a guestion box at

Among the (uestions asked were
{ *‘Why we bow at the name of
Jesus i \Why the clergy of the church wear
a distinetive dress:' “The real menning of the
word “hell” in the creed; *Why does the
church fail to reach the masses* ‘Why s the
Episcopal churceh so exclusive!”  ‘What posi-
tion must a Christian take regardiog amuse-
nmentsl' ete,

“An after meeting was held each evenine,
to which nearly the whole congrogation re-
mained. ‘The subjects discussed wero rever.
encer, prayer, holy communion, definitencss,
proper use of the pastoral rolution. A pu-
culivr adjunct of this ns of all missions wh L"h
I hayvo conducted is a resolve eard, made out
in duplicato form, half of which is kept by
the individusl and the other half given to the

tor.

“Sugrestions ave printed on the card and
blank places ave left for special resolutions,

“During the mission upwards of o hundred
resolutions were thus made, 1 noticed fifteon
resolutions on tho part of young men and
othersto abstain entirely from fuluxicutiug
drinks.

“Many resolved to establish family prayers,
others to read the bible ench day, othors to
receive, with due proeparation, the holy com-
munion ut least once o month,  Others to say
fm'o before ench meal and many to seek fop
nstrnetion and holy baptism or confivmation.
A Teature of the mission which was not de-
veloped as fully as it might bave boon was
“raquests for prayer.,” Butin view of what,
under God's blessing, was sccomplished the
mission may be pronounced a  groat success,

It rernains for us to refer to the most re
markable service of ull the series, vie, the
¢losing of the holy communion early Monduay
morning. The church on this particular
mowning was not suficiently warm, so the

ple assem bledin the rectory of the church.
hey filled the parlor, library and study,
The rector stated that 93 per cent of all the
svallable communicants of the parish were
En-uunL All this in a parish whore they
.bad never had an  early celebration befors
this mission. To have a correspondingly
large  attendance at holy communion in

New Universalist Churoh.

Another very commendable undertakli ngl
ohurch bullding Is the handsome new edifice
being evected by the Universalist denominp-
tion nt the corner of Twenty-tirst and Bristol
strects, in Kountze Place. The main auditis
rlum occuples an aren about 45x00  feet and
the lecture room and parlors adjoin ing at the
back of the muditoriuip cover abont 40x fect,
The entrance is on the north and is sur-
mounted by a handsome square ower, Brom
the vestry a fow sleps ascend to the floor
of the maln euditoriuin and lectore
room, and the same uumber descond
into p spaclous recom which wiil eventualiy be
used for concerts, socinbles and Sunday school
purposes, The basement will bo supplied
with a well turnished kitehen and tollet
rooms, Conoevted with the concert room
is a smaller room with a floor conslderably
above the fioor of the latter which can be
used as o stage or platform for the concert

room,
These agnrtmenh will be ready for occu-
pancy atthe close of this week and the con-
grogation will probably hold its first service
there next Sunday,

The upper part of the building will not be
completed until spring, but the work will be
completed ns rapidly as the weather will per-
mit, Inthe main suditorium the floor in-

clines  toward the pulpit, which will
bo in the east end of the churh.
The  edifive is  excoptionally  well-

Lighed and will present s very handsoms in-
torior when comploted. By the mere push-
ing aside of sliding doors " the lecture room
and the maio auditorium may be thrown into
ono large apartment, with o seating capacity
of fully 10 n:uﬁ‘le.

THEY CANNOT BE EXPELLED,

Judge Wakely Holds a Man May Belong to
Two Unlons,

YOUNG BUT PROSPEROUS ORGANIZATION,

History of the Rise and Progress of
the Teamster' Unlion and What it
Hopes to Accomplish for
Its Members.

The decision handed down by Judge Wake-
ley o few days ngo In the cuse of Andrew
Dow, Hugh Stockman, Thomas Ryan and
olher memboers of the Internntional Brother-
hood of Muchinery Molders of North Awmer-
fon against James K. Young, presidenty
Thomas Holan, seerotary, and the other metn-
bors of Iron Molders' union No, 100 of Omahn
15 of more than usual interest not only to the
labor organizations of this city, bu: of the
country ol lnrge,

On June 7, 1584, a conventlon of iron mold-
ors wis called to meet at Detrolt, Mich., for
the purpose of organizing n society to bring
together the iron molders of the United
Stites, After velng in session several days
tne body adopted o constitution and by -luws,
This was the parent associstion, and as seon
s the members returned to thelr homes they
commenced the work of organizing branches
in their respective towns. In afew months
the Internutional brotherhood bonsted of sev-
eral thousand members, scattered about the
country. all working for one object—the ex-
tension of the union.

Out of this society gréw union No. 190 of
Omaha, of whicli James IR Young was
clected president and ‘Thomas Bolan  secte-
tary. This unfon, like most of the otners,
grew rapldly and soon had 4 membership o
100 men who were employed in the Union
"acifle shops and the private foundries, A
few months afwer this union got in working
ordera number of its members jofned thoe
Nationnl Brotherhood of Machine Moldors
of North America, anorder formed for the
purpose of mudntidning o file scule of wages
and felevating  iron molders o the social
sealeof life, rom the start this organlaa-
tion was aptagonized by the remiinlog mem-
bers of unon 10 and  other loecal unlons,
Notwithstunding this opposition all of the
unions grew amd to the public thers was no
slgn of disruption until November 18, when a
number of the memoers of the intornntionezl
brotlierhood joined ina petition asking Judge
Walieley to vestrain local union 190 from ex-
peiling them froon its order. This brought
out the fact that aslmost from the
inception of the unions there had been o hit-
ter fight, oll brought about on account of thoe
members of 190 having joined the national
brotherbood.  Charges  of partinlity  were
made and It wis clidmed thot on November 9
urion 19 held o meeting at which the follow-
ing resolution was aloptod:

Resolved, That all members of this union
who have had cards in the brotherhood buve
until the next meeting to withdraw,

Thore were suv number of members hold-
Ing creds, and tkeing thils for a motive of ex-
pulsion they culled o meeting and decided to
apply for s restraining ordor Lo prevent action
which wonld be taken on November 29 On
November 15 the order was granted and tho
case set for hearing November 22, At that
tima rl'-i;rl'sun!.l.li\'l-s from both unions ap-
peared belove Judge Wakeley, who after lis-
tening to the testiwony ordered the injunc-
tion made permanent,  ‘This placed the mem-
bers in the same relative standing us  before
the trouble occurred, The members who were
to tave been expelled state that they have
violuted noue of thoe provisions of either char-
ters und were in perfect harmony, though
thoey do claim that the oldund exclusive mem-
bers of 10, who are known as “Red Card
moen, refused to work with them o many in-
stances, and upon one occasion o foreman
told them they must quit work orleave the
brotherhood. The point that has been set-
tled by the injunetion s whether or not o
member of oud union eon become o member
of auother, wnen the objects of the latter are
not antagonistic to those of the furmer. Re-
garding the by-iaws of the two fuctions, the
umpurtant sections arve the spme, and are
as follows, with the exception of the numes
of the sssociations:

Section 1. Any inolder having served a reg
ular apprenticeship of four years, and compe-
tent to command a general average of wages,
may be admitted to membership in this union
by puying an initiation fee of &) wndsub-
scribing to the obligations requirea by the
Tron Molders’ Union of North America,

See. 2, Candidates for membership shall bo
proposed by a member of this union in good
stunding and such proposition shail be re-
ferrod to an investienting committes of threo,
who shall report 4t the next regular meeting
wlhiether the cundidate is a suitable person to
bevome s memwher,

Sec. 4, All candidates for membership shall
be balloted for with' ball ballots, and if ive
or more black balis appear agalust him he
shull be aeclared rejectod.

See. 4. The inttintion fee shall in all ecnses
accompony the applications, if the candidate
is pejected the feo shall he returned to him.

See, 5, No molder shiall be oligible for mem-
burship who his worked under the Jurisdie-
Lol of any other union (unless thelr consent
15 guined) o who bas not worked ot molding
four yvoeurs,

*Sec. 6 All persons elected members of this
unlon shall be initisted within  two regular
mecting uights after thelr election,

Sec, 700 any maolder shull  tender his
money for initiation and leave the vity before
being initiated his mwoney shall be returned to
i,

See. B, The corresponding  secrotary
shull carry on all necessury correspondenca
aud answer all communications addressed to
the unlon requirhye an answer, and shall
reid for the union ot ench stited meeting all
correspondence relutive to union affairs; he
shall be allowed the average day’s wiges
while attending the eonventions of the lron
Molders Union of North America.

Sec, .  Expeosces incurrod by any officer
of thas unton in the execution of his duty
shull be pald on presentation of bis vill at a
stuted meeting.

sec, 10, All officers and committees when
legally called upon, shall deliver up ull books,
pupers, moneys, ete., belonging to this union,
to their successors in offica or to any person
or persons this union may designate.

Sec 11, Itshall be tho duty of the trustees
to exervise a4 general supervision over the
property of the union; they shull invest all
money that the union may order, in o safe
aud profitable manner, and deposit their
vouchers with the trewsurer; they shall esll
in all interest and all moneys accruing thore-
from into the union whenever reauested so
todo oy the union; they shall make o semi-
annual report in the months of June and De-
cetmber of cach year; also examine the books
of the rocording secretary, fluaucial secre-
tary and treasurer, aud plriorm sueh other
duties us the union mway requive of tham,

Article 8 provides us follows ¢

Seetion 1. Nomember of the unfon shall
work for o less price than shall be detormined
by the union; shoutd any member go o work
for a less price thun thut agreed upon by this
union, it shull be the duty of ench und every
member of this union o refuse W go o work
in the sbop while such journoyman is oin-
ployed at & reducod price, provided such
action Is sanctioned by the Intoruationul
Moulders’ Union of North America.

Seo. 3. No member or members shall strike
upou or vucate thelr jobs o consequence of
wuges, or questions luvoiving the rules of
the union, or any other grievance without
first laying the grievance before the unjon,
who shall luvestigate the same ot s first
meeting, when a two-thirds vote shall decide
whiat action members will be sustained in
taking as 8 remedy. Should there be any
othier course pursued, it will be at their own
perdl, and shall be of no binding effect upon
this union er Ita meumbers, Jobs so vacuted
shall be open to any member who shatl ob-
tain tho terms required after investigation,

Seo 3, Should a member of any committee
be dischirged for performing his duty as
committeemnn it shull be the doty of each
and every member of this union to refuse to
workln such foundry untll such member be
reinstated, or acknowledged, or satisfuction
rondeved ; provided, such notion ls sinetioned
by the Iron Moulders Union of North Amer-
lea.

Soe 4. Should any member or members of
this union be called upon o quit work in vin-
dication of thelr rights, as prescribed in the
constitution of the Iron Moulders Union of
North Americnh und by-laws of this union
the president shall sppoint a commitiee of
not iess than three, to be styled o committes
of relief, to whom all members ou strike may
apply for assistance, It shall be the duty of
siid committee o graut or withbold benofits

nt thelr diseration, but no ber shall re-
colve moro than 85 por weok from the funds
of this unlon, provided such Sirike is m_wh
nlired by the fron Moulders Uglon of Nort
Amerlva, :

Thne members who were o have been ox-
pelled clalm that they vioisted none of the
above provisions and that tho act was lo-
spired by jenlousy.

The Teamsters' Unlon.

Although organized leas than six months
ngo, the Teamstors' nssembly, No, 2230, Is
one of the strongest In the city, snd now
bousts of 4 memborship of poarly two hun-
“dred owners of teams.,

Last apring, a fow ownerd mot in & little
room at South Sixteenth nnd Vinton stroots
to discuss the advisability of orfganlzing an
union. Some of those present favored the
plan, while others opposed it, arguing that
teamsters would not stand by one another
and thus nothing would be sccomplished,

T'he leaders, W, J, Smith, A, Miller, H. C.
Clark and A, B, Hummond were not discour-
aged, but ecalled snother meeting at which
time the orgunizntion was comploted and
cliartered as o Knights of Labor assembly,

As soon ns thils was sccomplished, the gen-
tlemen swho were instrumental in organizing
the acsembly commencoed to canviss for
members and in nfew wioks the list wis
swelled to two hundred.

Prior
lo this season, the city hns boen infestod
with bundreds of rallroaders and other grad-
ers, who, after finishing tho season's
came to Omaha and going into the outskirts
of the eity pitched their tents and then went
upon the streets to compete with the resi
dent team-owners in the draying business,

The owners of teams o the eity vealized
that this was takwge the brend from the
mouths of their familles and banded to-
gether for protection,  So well have they ne-
comphished their poroose that, while ns
many as usual of these migrntory teamsters
wre in the city, not one of them dires to ap-
pear upon the streets toask for [t renngEe,
owing toan ordinance that the ussombly has
succocded in working thrdugh the cotneil,

Since sevoniplishing what they undertool,
theso hard-working teamsters of Omoha have
turned their attention to other matters, They
have guthered together s library of nearly
two hipndred  carefully selected volumes, and
tach Saturdby night, after trinsacting the
rottine lodge busitness, sevoral Hours are
spent in reiding nnd discussing polnts of gen-
eral intorest,
